Elder  Walmsley's  career  is  greatly  taken  up 
with  coaching,  which  he  has  done  throughout 
Australia  and  in  England.  During  one  season 
he  accepted  a  position  as  a  professional  in 
Lancashire  League,  England. 

This  sportsman,  with  his  family,  were  baptized 
just  over  two  years  ago,  following  the  visit  of 
President  David  O.  McKay  to  Australia.  He  has 
found  an  opportunity  to  do  effective  missionary 
work  through  his  athletic  activities. 


CHINESE   CHRISTMAS   CARDS 

HONG  KONG,  China— During  the  Christmas 
holiday,  missionaries  in  the  Southern  Far 
East  Mission  engaged  in  a  special  project  to 
bring  the  message  of  Christmas  to  the  people  of 
the  area. 

In  an  organized  drive  by  46  missionaries  in 
Hong  Kong  and  Kowloon  and  10  missionaries  in 
Formosa,  more  than  100,000  personal  greeting 
cards  were  distributed  with  a  handshake  and  a 
good  will  wish  from  the  missionaries. 

Missionaries  tirelessly  worked  from  daylight 
to  dark  spreading  a  message  of  good-will  among 
the  greater  part  of  the  local  cities  and  towns. 
Results  have  been  very  rewarding. 


JAPANESE  STANDARD  WORKS 

FOR  the  first  time  in  history,  all  four  of  the 
standard  works  of  the  Church  are  available 
in  the  Japanese  language.  This  announcement 
was  made  by  the  president  of  the  Northern  Far 
East  Mission  in  Tokyo,  Japan. 

The  most  recent  publications  were  copies  of 
the  Doctrine  and  Covenants  and  Pearl  of  Great 
Price,  completed  in  December,  1957.  Though  the 
Book  of  Mormon  was  translated  into  Japanese 
in  1909  its  language  was  very  classical  and  diffi- 
cult.

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OUR   FIRST   MIA   CONVENTION 


rpHE  climax  of  activities  in  the  South  African  Mission  for  1957  was  the  first  mission- 
wide  youth  convention  to  be  held  here.    For  three  days,  December  27,  28  and  29, 
the  Johannesburg  chapel  was  a  scene  of  constant  activity  as  members  from  every  part 
of  the  mission  met  together. 

For  "youth"  the  judging  standard  was.  "you're  only  as  young  as  you  feel."  And 
so  the  "youth"  of  the  mission,  from  Salisbury  to  Cape  Town,  and  from  Durban  to 
Bulawayo,  travelled  to  enjoy  a  social  gathering  and  a  spiritual  feast. 

The  list  of  activities  included  a  variety  festival.  Talent  from  every  active  MIA 
in  the  mission  entertained.  A  beautiful  banquet  and  dance  was  held  on  Saturday 
evening. 

But  Sunday  was  the  day  of  deepest  impressions.  For  31  hours  in  the  morning 
meeting,  young  people  rose  to  their  feet  and  bore  testimony  of  the  gospel  that  had 
gathered  them  together.  Perhaps  the  greatest  accomplishment  of  the  day  was  the  music. 
This  was  supplied  by  three  beautiful  choirs,  and  was  made  distinctive  by  the  fact  that 
they  each  had  only  a  few  hours  of  practice  together  before  the  services. 

The  convention  was  closed  with  a  tire-side.  A  film  of  the  Los  Angeles  Temple, 
which  had  been  specially  acquired  for  the  event,  was  shown. 

Despite  a  few  wrinkles,  that  weren't  quite  ironed  out,  and  a  little  inexperience,  the 
convention  was  an  unqualified  success  ....  and  offered  promise  for  an  even  better  one 
next  time.

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MISSION    HONOURS 

TT  has  often  been  observed  that  the  most  important  work  in  the  Church  is  the  teaching 
and  guiding  of  youth. 

In  recognition  of  this  fact,  each  stake  and  each  mission  in  the  Church  yearly 
selects  two  people  from  its  membership  to  honour  for  outstanding  service  to  the  young 
people.  To  a  woman  is  given  the  Honourary  Golden  Gleaner  Award,  which  signifies 
gratitude  for  efforts  to  instil  ideals  of  a  pure  standard  in  the  hearts  of  youth. 

To  a  man  is  given  the  Honourary  Master  M  Man  Award.  This  award  acknowledges 
an  effort  to  teach  the  standards  of  Mormonism  to  young  people. 

With  the  first  South  African  Mission  youth  conference  in  December,  came  the  first 
opportunity  that  this  mission  has  taken  to  offer  such  honour  to  its  outstanding  workers. 

Sister  Johanna  Fourie,  mission  Primary  Mother,  and  President  I.  C.  Louw  of  the 
Transvaal  District,  were  selected  and  presented  with  these  awards  during  a  Sunday 
session  of  the  Youth  Conference.  The  presentation  was  made  by  President  Glen  G. 
Fisher. 


I.  C.  LOUW 

Every  member  in  the  Transvaal  District  is 
well  acquainted  with  the  cheery  disposition  and 
fervent  energy  of  the  district  president.  Brother 
I.  C.  Louw.  Before  he  joined  the  Church, 
Brother  Louw  had  been  an  active  member  of 
the  Dutch  Reformed  Church  and  had  held 
several  offices  in  its  youth  organization.  He 
met  the  "Mormons"  through  the  Futter  family, 
and  became  active  in  the  Church  by  taking 
part  in  the  youth  activities  and  socials  of  the 
East  London  Branch.  Shortly  following  his 
baptism  in  1933,  Brother  Louw  married  Sister 
Mavis  Futter.  They  settled  and  raised  their 
family  in  Springs,  and  have  been  foundation 
members  of  that  branch.  Close  to  the  heart  of 
Brother  Louw  is  the  guidance  of  youth  through 
wholesome  activity,  in  sports,  socials,  dances 
and  spiritual  meetings.  A  strong  core  of  active 
young  people  in  the  Springs  branch  attest  the 
success  of  such  a  formula.

Some  time  before  she  had  joined  the  Church. 
Sister  Fourie  began  a  long  term  of  service  to  its 
young  people.  Because  of  her  experience  as  a 
school  teacher  and  worker  in  the  youth  organiza- 
tions of  the  Dutch  Reformed  Church  she  was 
asked  by  President  Don  Mack  Dalton  to  organize 
the  first  South  African  Primary,  though  she  was 
still  only  an  investigator. 

Sister  Fourie  was  baptized  on  March  25,  1934. 
The  following  day  she  was  set  apart  as  Mission 
Primary  Supervisor,  and  she  has  served  faith- 
fully in  that  capacity  these  many  years. 
Through  her  efforts  the  Primary  organization  in 
South  Africa  has  spread.  Though  years  are 
catching  up  and  she  is  handicapped  by  the 
effects  of  a  recent  accident.  Sister  Fourie  is  still 
gallantly  seeing  to  the  responsibility  of  having 
the  gospel  message  offered  to  every  child  in  the 
mission.

BY  PRESIDED 

A  Clean  Sheet 

^HE  following  incident  is  an  illustration  of 
what  I  mean.  "During  World  War  II,  a 
General  in  the  Canadian  army  received  an 
assignment  to  go  to  a  certain  camp,  for  the 
purpose  of  disciplining  a  regiment  of  new  army 
recruits.  Following  his  arrival  he  interviewed 
the  officer  in  charge  and  for  a  number  of 
hours  the  misdemeanours  of  these  young  men 
were  reviewed.  There  was  no  question  about 
the  seriousness  of  the  offences;  and  as  the 
General  thumbed  through  the  record  sheets 
he  found  that  not  a  single  one  had  kept  his 
record  clean.  The  sheets  looked  ugly  and 
soiled,  due  mainly  to  the  use  of  a  rubber 
stamp  that  designated  the  time  and  the  nature 
of  the  offence.  As  the  General  sat  and  ex- 
amined these  tarnished  records,  a  plan  formu- 
lated in  his  mind.  He  asked  for  some  clean 
record  sheets  and  then  an  order  was  issued 
that  the  entire  regiment  be  assembled  together. 

The  soldiers  came  into  the  assembly  room 
with  bitterness  and  rebellion  stamped  on  their 
faces.  They  expected  the  usual  reprimanding 
accompanied  by  curses  and  threats.  To  their 
surprise,  however,  this  great  General  stood 
calmly  before  them.  There  was  kindness  and 
compassion  in  his  face.  In  one  hand  he  held 
their  records  of  the  past,  in  the  other  hand 
some  blank  sheets.  Without  a  word,  and  to 
the  amazement  of  all,  the  General  placed  on 
the  table  before  him  the  clean  sheets  and  then, 
taking  the  old  and  tarnished  records  in  his  two 
hands,  he  deliberately  tore  them  to  shreds  and 
dropped  them  into  the  wastepaper  basket. 

He  then  held  up  the  clean  white  sheets  and 
said  in  effect:  "Gentlemen,  your  records  of  the 
past  have  been  destroyed  and  I  now  offer  you 
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a  clean  sheet.  It  is  for  you  to  decide  whether 
or  not  this  lovely  clean  white  sheet  will  re- 
main untarnished  or  become  ugly  and  soiled 
like  the  sheets  I  have  just  destroyed." 

The  young  men  were  deeply  touched  and 
many,  if  not  all,  resolved  to  keep  their  records 
clean.  Needless  to  say,  a  great  change  came 
over  that  army  camp. 

Much  Is  Given 

In  effect,  the  Saviour  has  offered  the  same 
to  us;  "a  clean  sheet  for  the  year  ahead".  What 
a  challenge  it  is  to  members  of  the  Church 
throughout  our  mission.  We  above  all  people 
should  be  conscious  of  the  principle  of  re- 
pentance and  resolution  to  do  better  .  .  ."Where 
much  is  given,  much  is  expected." 

"My  heart  is  full  of  love  and  appreciation 

for  the  people  of    this    land    and    with    great 

urgency  I  would  ask  you  to  consider  with  me 

a  few  hopes  and  aspirations  for  the  new  year. 

Our  Needs 

Perhaps  our  greatest  need  is  "more  faith" 
.  .  .  Faith  in  ourselves  and  in  the  gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ.  We  need  more  unity,  love  and 
tolerance.  It  would  be  well  for  us  to  resolve 
to  be  more  obedient  to  counsel,  and  strive 
earnestly  to  create  and  maintain  proper  atti- 
tudes. Concerning  attitudes  one  writer  has 
said:  "Our  attitudes  control  nearly  every  act 
of  our  lives,  and  determine  the  directions  in 
which  we  travel". 

We  could  all  do  with  a  bit  more  self  con- 
trol. What  a  Heaven  this  earth  would  be  if  no 
one  lost  his  temper  during  the  entire  year. 
"Unkind  words  once  said  can  never  be  re- 
called." 

There  is  great  need  for  more  prayer  and 
communion  with  our  Father  in  Heaven.  What 


great  strength  and  power  would  come  to  our 
mission  if  we  would  all  resolve  to  use  prayer 
as  a  medium  in  governing  the  actions  and 
decisions  of  our  lives. 

Finally,  may  I  suggest  we  use  as  a  guide  for 
all  our  resolutions  the  words  of  Our  Master 
wherein  he  said,  "But  seek  ye  first  the  King- 
dom of  God,  and  his  righteousness;  and  all 
these  things  shall  be  added  unto  you." 
(Matthew  6:  33.) 

I  feel  we  could  not  do  better  than  adopt 
this  passage  as  our  motto  for  nineteen  fifty- 
eight.

"Too  many  are  not  willing  to  pay  the  price  of 
a  happy  New  Year.  They  drift  along  aimlessly, 
hoping  that  peace  and  comfort  will  come  to 
them  as  does  the  sun  shine  on  a  summer  day.

A  LOOK  AT 
MORMONISM 

by  Benjamin  Alward 

Deseret  Book  Company.     203   pages.

Founded  just  over  a  century  ago  in  the 
backwoods  of  frontier  America,  "Mormon- 
ism"  has  been  noted  for  an  enthusiastic  and 
energetic  growth,  despite  violent  opposition 
and  persecution.  The  youthful  Church,  flee- 
ing before  hostile  mobs,  founded  itself  in  a 
distant,  barren  mountain  valley.  From  that 
bleak  start  the  Church  has  grown  into 
a  world-wide  organization  by  unity,  sacrifice 
and  industry. 

To  the  world  it  offers  an  answer  to  Christ's 
proposed  test  for  a  true  religion:  "By  their 
fruits  ye  shall  know  them." 

Benjamin  Alward,  a  well-known  Church 
writer  and  lecturer  has  compiled  a  series  of 
lovely  pictures,  illustrating  forcibly  the  "fruits 
of  Mormonism."

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SUCCESS 


A  LARGE  GROUP  of  businessmen  recently 
assembled  in  Madison,  Wis.  They  were 
interested  in  success,  and  to  many  of  them, 
success  meant  only  making  money. 

Their  speaker  for  the  day  had  other  ideas. 
He  would  talk  with  them  about  success,  but 
that  word  had  a  wider  connotation  for  him  than 
merely  the  making  of  money. 

The  speaker  was  Bruce  Bare,  nationally  known 
insurance  official,  president  of  the  Los  Angeles 
General  Agents  and  Managers  Association. 

He  began  listing  rules  of  progress  in  business. 
First  of  all  he  put  hard  work  and  said  there  is 
no  substitute  for  it.  It  spells  the  difference  be- 
tween success  and  failure. 

Next  came  ambition,  a  wholesome  driving 
force  within  one  helping  him  to  accomplish  his 
purpose.  Then  came  character.  "This,"  he  said, 
"is  what  a  man  really  is,  not  what  he  supposes 
himself  to  be."  Perseverance,  enjoyment  of 
work,  assuming  and  discharging  responsibility, 
ability  to  discern  between  principle  and  ex- 
pediency, trustworthiness  and  a  liking  for  people 
were  listed  one  after  another. 

THEN  HE  PUT  DOWN:   "A  great  sense  of  ser- 
vice," and  stressed  the  importance  of  ren- 
dering a  service  to  others  while  making  a  living 
for  one's  own  self. 

But  strangely  enough,  these  were  not  the  main 
points  of  his  address.  After  listing  them,  and 
applying  them  to  business  relationship,  he 
announced  that  the  very  first  premise  of  his  life, 
which  has  been  his  guiding  star  and  which 
underlies  his  daily  conduct,  is:  that  there  is  a 
God  who  has  created  and  who  sustains  a  moral 
universe,  and  who  has  made  known  the  laws  by 
which  men  must  live. 

Elaborating  on  this  point  he  said: 

"When  all  has  been  said  and  done,  there 
exists  between  God  and  myself  a  personal  rela- 
tionship through  faith  in  Jesus  Christ.  There 
are  binding  upon  me  the  precepts  and  com- 
mandments of  that  God  with  whom  I  have 
entered  into  a  personal  relationship.  And  his 
commandments  may  be  reduced  to  two  basic 
rules: 

"1— THOU    SHALT    LOVE  the    Lord    thy    God 
with  all  thy  heart. 
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"2— Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as  thyself. 
"Obedience  and  disobedience  to  these  basic 
commandments  of  God  carry  their  own  reward 
and  their  own  punishment.  God  uses  a  geometric 
rather  than  arithmetic  slide  rule.  Thus  the  evil 
I  do  snowballs  out  of  proportion  to  the  indi- 
vidual acts  I  perform.  And  good  or  righteous- 
ness, if  I  choose  this  pathway,  in  like  manner 
return  results  far  out  of  proportion  to  the 
individual  acts. 

"It  may  interest  you  to  know  that  this  per- 
sonal relationship  between  God  and  myself  leads 
me  to  conclude  that  even  material  success  is  the 
gift  of  God  to  me,  and  that  what  I  possess  I 
hold  as  a  steward  in  trust  for  him,  to  be  used 
as  he  pleases. 

"This  is  why  I  became  a  tither  as  early  as 
1939  when  I  had  almost  nothing.  And  that  is 
why  15  per  cent,  of  my  gross  income,  agency 
and  personal,  now  goes  into  church  and  mis- 
sionary work  of  various  kinds.  I  have  been 
amply  rewarded  in  the  blessings  which  come 
from  giving  and  I  have  not  lacked  for  any- 
thing. 

"THE  JOY  AND  SATISFACTION  which  I  have 
derived  from  it  is  a  personal  reward.  While 
no  man  can  buy  his  way  into  heaven,  no  man 
can  truly  love  God  and  enjoy  a  personal  rela- 
tionship to  him,  without  opening  his  pocketbook 
for  the  work  of  his  church. 

"You  may  not  believe  my  conclusion,  but  it 
remains  true.  I  hold  lightly  both  the  success  I 
have  attained  and  the  money  I  have  made.  And 
should  they  be  taken  from  me  by  adverse  cir- 
cumstances, it  would  neither  change  the 
principles  which  govern  my  life,  nor  destroy  my 
confidence  in  those  things  which  I  believe. 

"I  have  not  come  to  proselyte  but  to  explain; 
nor  am  I  proposing  that  you  follow  what  I  have 
outlined.  I  have  merely  removed  the  cover  so 
that  you  may  behold  the  inner  workings  of  my 
mind  and  heart,  not  with  boastful  intention,  but 
in  the  discharge  of  what  I  consider  to  be  a 
kind  invitation  to  speak  to  a  host  of  people  who 
have  been  gracious  enough  to  listen  to  those 
things   which   I   most  sincerely  believe." 

Although  this  was  a  man  of  the  world. 
addressing  an  audience  of  the  world,  we  of  our 
Church  may  well  give  heed  to  his  words.
